We  oongratulate  the  Township 
Committee,  therefore,  upon  plowing  a 
resolution  that  looks  toward  recuper 
ation,  toward  building  up,  and  hope 
the  Gian  Ridge  ifietdio a  m$y  be 
given  a  rest. 

From  inquiry  made  of  the  Town¬ 
ship  Engineer  it  appears  that  a  con¬ 
necting  sewer  built  by  way  of  Harri¬ 
son  Street  and  Newark  Avenue  to  the 
Orange  outlet  in  Mill  Street  will 
necessitate  digging  an  average  depth 
of  17  feet  a  balance  of  4,000  feet.

Franchise  Jobbery. 

Editor  of  the  Record : 

Another  instance  of  the  wide-spread 
corruption  in  connection  with  public 
franchises  granted  to  private  corpora¬ 
tions  comes  to  us  from  Paterson.  We 
can  there  see  the  same  haste  to  force  a 
contract  through  after  delaying  ““til 
near  the  last  moment ;  the  same  disre¬ 
gard  of  the  public  interests  in  making  a 
long  (fifteen  year)  contract  ;  the  same 
tactics  that  we  had  here  in  Bloomfield, 
even  to  the  promise  to  give  better  ser¬ 
vice  to  a  portion  of  the  citizenship,  inj 
order  to  procure  support.  It  would  no* 
be  surprising  if  it  should  be  found  that 
the  most  earnest  advocate  there,  a* 
here,  is  a  stockholder  in  the  Water 
Company.  There  only  two  aldefmen 
protested,  here  only  one. 


Water  and  Light.

All  the  growth  hence¬ 
forth  made  will  result  m  a  surplus, 
which  can  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 
interest,  the  provisioo  of  a  sinking  fund 
And  the  irmrn^g  of  the  tax  rate,  with 
ihe  ultimate  results  of  the  extinction  of 
the  debt  and  the  removal  of  the  burden 
Of  taxation  altogether.  The  Eagle  ex¬ 
tends  it*  hearty  congratulations  to  the 
t  Mavor  and  Council  and  our  cittern 
generaly  on  thia  prospect  "
